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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
U.S. patent 6,960,309 is cited as of interest since it claims a phosphor having the formula 
Bai.xEuxMgAlioOi? where x is 0.03-0.25 and a quadrivalent element substitutes for Al or Mg in 
the phosphor. There is no interference since the europium activated barium magnesium 
aluminate phosphor genus of claims 1-15 of this application does not suggest the Bai- 
xEuxMgAlioOn where x is 0.03-0.25 specie claimed in the patent, for the purposes of 
determining an interference. In addition, there is nothing in the claims of this application 
indicating that the silicon, zirconium or hafnium dopant partially substitutes for only Mg or Al in 
the phosphor. The specification teaches these dopants substitute for some of the cations in the 
phosphor which means Eu, Ba or combinations of cations can be partially substituted as well as 
Mg and Al. This generic teaching does not suggest the specie claimed in the patent, for the 
purposes of determining an interference.
